frmapmdiis Morning a good part of your Lordſhips Army being gone to Forage, we had 
news, that the Mareſchsl d'Humieres with his Aimy, which he had reinforced 
ſome days before with 6000 Men, was on his March, ot which we immediately 
advertiſed the Foragers by ficing ſeveral pieces of Cannon, as had been agreed 
on, In the mean time the Enemies Vanguard atcackt the Village Forge, where $00 Meti 
"> were polied under the Command of the Engliſh Colonel Hodges, Lieutenant Colonel 
Goes, and the Major of che Regiment of Heſſe, This atcack |:fted zbout 2 Howis, but 
our Men defended themſelves very bravely, cill Major de Roo C who Was lent to give 
notice thereof to the Lieutenant Generals JVebbenum, the Earl of Marleborough and 
dHaby, who were with the Foragers and to bring them back ) came co their Afliftance 
with iome Horſe; whereupon our Men (ſeeing the whole French Army advanced towards 
them, retired Fighting till they came to a Hill near the Town of Walcourt, in which was 
poſted a Batalion of Lanenburghers of Linſtan%s Regiment, who were afcerwards reinfor- 
ced with the batalion of Colonel Hole. Tae Fiench atiack®d the laid Town very furi- 
ouſly with many batcalions,and leveral pieces of Canon, which laſled two hoiirs and & 
half, Lieutenant General Ay/#a advanced with 3 Regiments towards. the Town 5 of 
which he derached that commanded by prigadier Talmaſh, and the Lieutenant-Genierdl 
the Earl of Marleborough, followed with the Guard du Corps, and ewo Eoglith Regi= * 
ments, Inthe men time Major General Slangenburg, advanced with a Detachment of 
Foot to the other fide of the Town, which obliged the Enemy to retire in Confuſioti; 
leaving behind them their Cannon and Ammunition; and a great many killed and wounds 
ed, the number whereof18 not yet certainly known, amongſt which are three Captains 
of che French Guards ; and Monſieur @ Artagnan Commandant of the Guar 


i ds, with 
ſeveral others, are taken Priſoners. In their Retreat .came two Drummets 


from the 
Enemy, to defirea Ceſſation to bury their dead.; who ſaid , That ſix Battalions of the 


Guards, who likewiſe made the Attack, were, for the mo(f part ruined. Oa our fidenone 
of any Cenſideration are kill'd befides Licutenant Collonel Graber? of the Engliſh , the 
Major of the Lunenburgh Dragoons, and a Capcain Lientenant : and a Captain , and ſome 
Foragets, Were taken; 4nd in the Town there were very few kil'd or wounded. The 
French retired to their Camp, and our Troops kept their Ground till Night, The Yele 
Mareſchal Count de Naſſany with all the other Generals and Officers, bebaved themſelves 
as conld bewiſh'd* and all our Troops ſhewed a great Courage and defire to come to 
Battle, and particulatly che Engliſh, who were engaged in this Aion - behaved cthem- 
ſelves very well, And a great Succeſs might have beca expeRed had the Scituation of ths 
Countrey (uffered us to follow the Enemy. —_— "Y ed
